The Greatest Meeting Ever Held in New 
York—Mr. Randall Emphatically Likes 
Cleveland’s Letter — Anti- Monopolists 
Forming Cleveland Clubs—Fatal Split of 
Virginia Republicans, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, August 29.—One of the greatest po- 
litical meetings ever held in New York was the 
Irish-American Cleveland meeting assembled at 
the Academy of Music last night. The vast build- 
ing was literally packed with Irishmen, and they 
made their presence known in a manner peculiar 


to their enthusiastic notions. So at was the 
crowd that not one-fifth of those applying for ad- 
mission could gain entrance to the building. Four- 
teenth street from Third to Fourth avenues was a 
struggling mass of men and women, while the scenes 
on Irving place simply ar description. 
Fully 20.000 people were outside the academy, and 
in order to breathe at all, they were compelled to 
seek the open space at Union Square, where a dozen 
speakers divided the crowd and led them in cheers 
for Cleveland. The meeting proper was called by 
some 700 Irish citizens of New York. to give Cleve- 
land an surance that the Irish-American element 
intended to stand firm by their Democratic faith. 
At 7:30,when the building was full, Mrs. Parnell en- 
tered, supported by her son John. They were 
shown to a proscenium box, and the crowd speedily 
learned who they were. Immediately great cheers 
rent the heated atmosphere and a scene of 
THE WILDEST ENTHUSIASM FOLLOWED. 

Mrs. Parnell bowed her thanks and became seated, 
when another deafening cheer broke forth. Every 
mention of Blaine’s name was greeted with hisses, 
and when Whitelaw Reid and the Tribune were men- 
tioned five thousand men yelled Rats!“ as if intent 
upon raising the roof. Eugene Kelly, the noted 
millionaire banker of New York, presided, and as 
he thanked the audience for the honor he spoke the 
nameof Cleveland. He was probably sorry for it 
afterwards, as he didn't get a chance to say 
another word for ten minutes. Cleve- 
land, God bless bim!“ yelled an enthu- 
siast. At once the cry was taken up and 
in another instant a scene of unsurpassed confusion 
and tempestuous applause rent the air. As fast as 
toe cheers began dying out they were taken up 
again, and so it lasted fully ten minutes. United 
States Senator Jones of Florida, a very brilliant Irish- 
American, was the first speaker, and his reception 
was of the most cordial character. Mr. Jones re- 
viewed the history of Irishmen in America, and 
raised their devotion for almost a century to the 
yemocratic party. He delivered a really orthodox 
Democratic oration, which was repeatedly cheered 
and interrupted in the genuine Irish style. He 
closed with the following patriotic remark: God 
knows I have no special love for any 
European Government—certainly none for the one 
which has so long [. my native land— but if 
I were capable of allowing my warm sympathy for 
Ireland to stand in the way of a free, impartial and 
intelligent discharge of duty towards this republic 
and its generous people, I am quite sure that, whiie 
I may gratify a mere sentiment by so acting, I 
would be guilty of a crime against my native and 
adopted countries.” [lone and continued cheers. } 
Congressman Patrick A. Collins of Boston,known as 


the 
“TRISH GIANT OF MASSACHUSETTS,” 
was the next speaker, and the audience evidently 
knew him intimately. Mr. Collins understood 
his audience, and kept it wild with cheers for Cleve- 
land and hisses for Blaine and the New York Trib- 
une for twen minutes. Full of and 
cratic patriotism, Mr. Colling made an admirable 
address, in which he sadly berated Blaine and his 
record from the days of Know Nothingism in Maine 
to the hour he left the office of Secretary of State. 
Congressman Hines of Buffalo and Gen. 
Thomas Francis Bourke of this city 
were received with unbounded enthusiasm. 
Daniel Dougherty, the famous Philadelphia 
lawyer, Attorney General Cassidy of Pennsylvania, 
James Boyle O Reilly of Boston and Congressman 
Richelieu“ Robinson of Brooklyn were expected to 
speak, but failed to appear because of iliness and 
urgent business elsewhere. Resolutions were adopt- 
ed, the closing paragraph of which read: That 
James G. Blaine, during twenty years of official life, 
never interested himself in the welfare of American 
citizens, who, while abroad, were deprived of their 
hberties and rights without authority of law, and 
while Secretary of State 
NOT ONLY FAILED, BUT REFUSED, 

to interfere and exert the influence of the United 
States Government in shal of 
such citizens. That. believing in the extension and 

rotection of citizenship and in the principles set 
orth in these resolutions, and holding them to be of 
high importance to the American people, we earn- 
estly recommend to our fellow-citizens the support, 
as fitting representatives of that party which has 
already asserted and maintained those principles 
and made American citizenship respected at home 
and a , the nominees of the National Democra- 
tic Convention at Chicago, Grover Cleveland’ for 
President, and Thos, A. Hendricks for Vice-Pres- 
ident. The meeting closed with three rousing 
cheers and resounding tigers for Cleveland and 
Hendricks. As the great audience joined the stil] 
greater crowds on Fourteenth street, Irving place 
and Union square, the fire was rekindled and cheer 
after cheer rang through the streets for half an 
hour. Such another political demonstration is not 
remembered in New York.

A RACE FOR LIFE. 


Terrible Outbreak of Hydrophobia 
on a Plantation. 


“Punch” Doughtie’s Experience With a 
Mad Mule—Thirty-Two Negroes Down 
With the Disease—Fear That the Conta- 
gion Has Been Spread Over the Neighbor- 
Hood, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Eurac.a ALA, August 29.—The people in this neigh- 
borhood are ina state of tremendous excitement over 
the wholesale spread of hydrophobia in the planta- 
tion of Punch Doughtie. Dr. E. B. Johnson has just 
returned from Mr. Doughtie's plantation, whither he 
had been summoned. He found thirty-two persons 
suffering with a disease which he at once pronounced 
hydrophobia in a mild form. All the sufferers 
were negroes, Three of them are desperately sick, 
one of them in the throes of delirium and so low 
that the doctor says he is liable to die at any mo- 
ment. Morethan three weeks ago, a hog died on 
Mr. Doughtie's plantation, and the carcass was giv- 
en to the negroes to be converted into 
soap grease, Instead of utilizing it for 
the purpose, thirty-two negroes on the 


—4 and in the neighborhood ate the flesh of the 
og. Mr. Doughtie says that in July Bone of his 
dogs went mad and bit a mule and several hogs. On 
August 13 the first hog died and was eaten by ne- 
gr Two more died on August 18, one on August 
22, one on August 27, and all were eaten except 
the last, 1 the partakers of the poisoned flesh 
sick. 
@HE MULE EXHIBITED SIGNS OF MADNESS 
on themineteenth day after being bitten. Eleven days 
after first hog was eaten, ten of the negroes 
were taken sick. Two days after another 
dog was discovered to be mad and 
was” ‘Killed after having bitten a 
mule. Another dog in the lot is now housed and 
will be imented with for a cure. The dog that 
bit the mule and hogs disappeared and the whole 
neighborh is in terror lest he will among 
cattle and h throughout the belt before dying. 
A dosen out of the thirty-two negroes are seriously 
sick aud developments among the others are 
aw with the greatest interest. Dr. Johnson, an 
able ‘ph n, says thatit isa terrible case and 
that he fears the worst. He says that it would not 
surprise the greater number of the 
thirty-two rsons should die. A few 
days ago Mr. Doughtie rode out at the 
request of a field hand to inspect the condition of 
one of the mules which was acting strangely. On 
reaching the pasture where a dozen mules were the 
animal Mr. Doughtie was riding neighed. which at- 
tracted the attention of the other animals and the 
sick one particularly, which immediately 
RUSHED ON THE MULE 
and rider and seized the saddle of the animal with 
his teeth, Mr. Doughtie dismounted and succeeded 
in loosening the mad mule’s hoid, but no sooner 
was this done than the infuriated 
beast turned upon his owner, who fled for his life, 
pursued by the mule. There was a desperate 
race of a quarter of a mile through undergrowth 
and Mr. Doughtie only saved himself by dodging 
around saplings. Asmall stretch of clearing inter- 
vened between the woods and the house and the 
terrified man took a life and death chance on mak- 
ing it. Before leaving the woods the mule had 
bitten out 
A PIECE OF MR. DOUGHTTE'S COAT, 
and while maneuvering around the tree the animal 
bit himself savagely in several places, tearing out a 
mouthful of flesh each time. The race for the house 
was a close one, and just as Mr. Doughtie reached 
the top of the fence the mule overtook him 
on a dead run, but instead of 
reaching his victim struck his head against a fen 
post in a wild rush and was knocked senseless. The 
mule was afterward killed by Mr. Doughtie, It is 
now reported that the whole herd of mules are 
affected. Many of them have leaped the fences and 
will doubtless spread the disease among other ani- 
mals in the neighborhood. The community is at a 
loss how to arrest the disease.

HE GOT $150,000. 


Pease, the Forger, Makes a Very 
Big Haul. 


Further Inquiry Shows That Several Banks, 
not Before Mentioned, Have Been Victim- 
ized—-What the Officials Say—Pease Says 
He Will Settle Up. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorn, August 29.—"If it's madness, there's 
method in it,” was the comment of the merchants 
and baakefs in regard to the conduct of Joseph M. 
Pease, the forger, some of the features of whose 
case have been mentioned before. This case is be- 
coming as interesting as that of Scovil, or any of the 
other revelations of commercial dishonesty that 
preceded it. It is now certain that the amount of 
forged paper in existence, instead of being $5,000, as 
reported the first day, will reach the 
total of $100,000, and perhaps $150,000. 
Yesterday it was ascertained that, in addition to the 
three west side merchants whose names were 
forged, the names of three Philadelphia houses, 


namely, H. Helling’s & Bro., Thos. Roberts & Co., and 
S. Elser & Brothers, all fruit dealers, had been 
forged. This was common report in the trade, and 
it was also asserted that the names of Mills & Ever- 
itt, vroduce merchants on Warren street, in this 
city, were attached to per negotiated by Pease. 
Underhill, Stewart & Schott, and Chas. Parsons & 
Sons. had several other notes presented to them for 
identification, and they pronounced them forgeries. 
Besides the Mechanics’ Bank 
TWO OTHER BANKS 

were reported as having suffered through Pease's 
prema ee One of these is the City Bank; the name 
of the other could not be ascertained, but its lobe 
are said to be small. The losses of the City Ban 
are reported. to be about $35.000. President R. 
Percy Pyne admitted yesterday that the bank held 
a quantity of Pease’s paper as coilateral, some of 
which had been ascertained to be forged. An in- 
vestigation had.been begun, and until that was con- 
cluded Mr. Pyne couldn't state what the loss would 
be. It was also learned yesterday that the loss of the 
Mechanics Bank insteadjof being 85,000, would reach 
$38,000. President Cox of the bank was spoken to 
in regard to the matter. He finally said that it was 
true that the bank holds a quantity of Pease’s paper 
in addition to that discovered as forged on M onday. 
Mr. Cox had not yet fully determined whether this 
paper had been forged or not. If so the bank would 
ose the amount involved. He had started an inves- 
tigation. Some of the paper was on Philadelphia 
houses. 

“Is the amount of the loss 88.000; 

‘Where did you get that figure?” — 

In the trade that is the amount stated. Well. 
I will not give the amount until I am sure 
the paper is forged. The capital and deposits of the 
bank are not a particle impaired, and the surplus 
will not suffer much.“ The losses of both the City 
and the Mechanics’ Bank are not large enough to in 
the least affect their credit, as they are both strong 
institutions.

Evansvi.ie, Ixn., August 20.—At 9 this morning 
the most destructive hurricane ever felt here broke 
upon Evansviile, doing damage of not less than 
a quarter of a million dollars in the city 
and vicinity.

O Fallon, III., situated on the O. & M. Railroad 
about twenty miles from this city, was thrown into 
a state of great excitement late yesterday afternoon 
by a shocking atrocity. A woman named Rica 
Grauther, whose third husband, Thomaa Grauther, 
is a miner there, has for some years been suspected 
of insanity, and her bloody work of yesterday con- 
firmed the suspicions. She quarreled almost con- 
stantly with her fret husband, while living about 
three miles from O'Fallon a few years 
ago, and he shot her one day 
as she was making an assault upon him. She was 
divorced. Her second busvand was a drunkard, 
and abused her so badly that the court granted a 
divorce. Her present husband is a sober, hard- 
working man, and good citizen. But she made his 
life wretched by charging that he was paying at- 
tention to other women. Among the women she a 
cused him of visiting was Mrs. Maria Cormac, an 
elderly and eminentiy respectable widow who lived 
in u ittie cottage east of the town, and whose 
brother, B. Vancourt, is large land. 

It stated that Mr. Grauther 
bad hardly a speaking acquaintance with 
Mrs. Cormac, and never visited her house. The 
evidence all indicates that there was not the slight- 
est ground for the insane woman's jealousy.

At a quite 
recent date the Mount Tekoa homes of 
Richard Falléy was visited by 15 or 20 of his 
descendants, one of them an influential gen- 
tleman in business circles of New York 
City, whose elegant home is in Connecticut, 
where reside several others of the party, all 
eager to take their part in electing their kins- 
man President of the United States. The party

WOLSELEY'S WORK, 

Lord W OLSELEY leaves England for Egypt 
on Sunday to assume command of all the mili- 
tary forces¢here, and lead the expedition for 
the relief of GoRDoN, No better choice could 
probably have been made, and there is little 
doubt of the success of the expedition, so far, at 
least, as the reaching and relief of Khartoum is 
concerned, Whether Gorpon will be found 
there alive is somewhat doubtful, the last 
direct intelligence from him bearing date the 
middle of April, and the expedition is not ex- 
pected to touch Khartoum before December 1. 
If EL Mann has not captured or killed the gal- 
lant Englishman by that time, then the 
successor of Mohammed and the champion of 
Islam” has small knowledge of the art of war. 
But WoLSELEY has a much larger contract than 
the rescue of GorpoN. The Government is now 
distinctly pledged, through the otticial declara- 
tion of Mr. GLADSTONE, to the reconquest and 
permanent occupation of the eastern portion of 
the Soudan, andif WOLSELEY can redeem this 
pledge nobody will grudge him the honors and re- 
wards he has received for far less difficult work. 
The campaign which ended at Tel el Kebir was 
mere child's play compared with the present 
undertaking, the perilous peculiarities of which 
have, we think, been very much underrated. 

In the first place, to reach Khartoum the in- 
vading army must ascend the Nile in boats, or 
cross the desert from Suakim; either route 
involving difficulties and dangers sufficie ntly 
evident to need nospecification. WoOLSELEY 
must rely exclusively on his British troops, the 
Egyptian contingent not being worth their 
rations for fighting purposes. They are cow- 
ards, and,moreover, not to be trusted; the most 
of them being strong sympathizers with the 
rebellion they are sent to crush, and conse- 
quently liable to desert to the enemy at the 
earliest convenient opportunity. This enemy, 
it must be remembered. very 
different stock from that which 
followed the banners ofSAnapr, and 
was wiped out of existence in a single battle 
which did not amount to a respectable skir- 
mish.

Trace the history of these cases and it will be found 
that never yet did seducing, double-dealing mana- 
ger or contract-breaking player ever profit by their 
dishonorable actions. That “honesty is always the 
best policy” in base-ball is proven by the long years 
of honorable service of the Harry Wrights, Joe 
Starts, Morrills, Suttons and many other reputable 
members of the profession. It is strange indeed 
that ball players, if gifted with but ordinary intell- 
igence, cannot perceive that they are the greatest 
ultimate sufferers by contract-breaking. Utterly 
blind to their own interests they place themselves 
in the power of men who prove their unacrupulous 
character by their approach of men under contract 
toanother club and who, when they get a player in 
their power, have the disposition to use him as they 
see fit. The man who breaks a contract forges a chain 
for himself, forfeits the respect of his best friends 
and makes himself an object of suspicion to the 
public, which reasons that a man who has not the 
sense of honor to fulfil a written obligation, though no 
law may compel him to do v0,is destjtute of that mor- 
al principle which would prevent him from selling a 

ame, outright. Sweeney, McCormick, Taylor, 

lickerson, Glasscock, Briody,et al., may yet feel the 
effects of their treachery. They have restricted 
themselves to one field of action, like a man who en- 
ters a cage and closes a spring-locked door upon 
himself, and have put it in the power of their mas- 
ters to compel them in the future to work for what- 
ever salary they may choose to give them.

Si Henson, the Original of Mrs. 
Stowe’s Novel. 


An Interesting Interview With Judge Amos 
Riley, to Whose Family Henson Belonged 
-A Man Who Told His Story Entirely From 
Imagination—The Real Character of Lit- 
tle Eva's Friend. 


“No, sir: it isn’t every one who has enjoyed the 
distinction of being talked about in the most exalted 
circles of the English nobility—by royalty itself, for 
that matter. Yet that is what has happened to me 
in my time, and no fault of mine, either.” 

The speaker was Judge Amos Riley of New Mad- 
rid, Mo., who is sojourning in the city for a 
few days with his nephew, Mr. A. R. Taylor, the at- 
torney. In response to a suggestion that he explain 
himself, the Judge continued: 

“It is some eight or ten years ago that I received 
by mail a copy of the London Times, containing an 
elaborate story of anegro named Josiah Henson 
who was the ruling sensation in the metropolis, and 
had been received by Lord Palmerston, and even the 
Queen, as an object of the highest interest. The secret 
of his attractiveness lay in the fact that he was the 
original of Mrs Harriet Beecher-Stowe's world- 
famous Uncle Tom. Henson was talking pretty 
fluently to every one and every one was listening 
with the greatest interest to what he said. The 
Times had a long interview wita him made up 
largely of what purports to be the story of his early 
life. it told of his rearing in Maryland; of his ro- 
movai to Kentucky, and of a trip down the river to 
New Orleans, which formed the nucleus of the 
famous journey with St. Clairand Little Eva in 
“Unele Tom.” The story was told in full detail and 
made a rather spirited narrative, but you will guess 
the extent of my interest when [teil you that I at 
once recognized in Henson a negro who belonged to 
my uncie.and whom I. myself, had known inti- 
mately for years, There co 
about it, for my uncle's name and my own were giv- 
en in the articie, and a number of anecdotes with 
which I was familiar were told with the greatest 
particularity. in short, the identification was com- 
plete.

Cuicaeo, August 27.—If the gubernational contest 
could be decided to-day, Carter Harrison's chances 
for election, by from 10,000 to 15,000, are by no 
means as remote as would appear, from the Repub- 
lican standpoint. At this stage of the canvass, cal- 
culations can only be based upon hypotheses and 
reasons that assume the semblance of piausibility. 
There are certain facts, however, that ingrain them- 
seives in the development of events so conspicu- 
ously that they cannot be slighted or ignored. Some 
of these have, possibly, never met the public mind. 

The disappearance of the Greenback vote is a 
grave and serious circumstance in the way of Re- 
publican success, and must, necessarily, materially 
aid the Democrats. The bulk of this vote was drawn 
from the latter source. It has aggregated as high 
as 75,000. It has dwindled down to about 15,000. 
Statistics running over a period of six years, demon- 
strate that in all the counties of the State 
where Greenbackism has disappeared the 
Democrajic vote has increased in equal ratio. 


Now, if the Greenback vote does not reach 20,000 
this year the Democrats will carry, or come close to 
carrying, the State. There is no sophistry in this 
calculation, nor in the one that follows in regard to 
the status of affairs in Cook County. 
COOK COUNTY 

has hitherto been Republican by 10,000 majority. 
This may or not have been the direct sequence of 
the fact that all the machinery of the county has 
been in Republican hands and operated by that 
party. This year it will be engineered by Demo- 
cratic hands, and | believe it is conceded by the Re- 
publicans that Cook County will roll up a Demo- 
cratic majority of from 8,000 to 10,000. These twin 
features of the campaign are new-born issues, that 
would in themselves operate to change the com- 
plexion of affairs, the decline in the Greenback vote 
and the transformation in the rea! condition of Cook 
County. But there are other causes at work that 
favor the Democratic nominee.

A FAMOUS GAMBLER. 


Career of Billy Deutsch Among the 
Baccarat Players of Paris. 

New York Special to the Boston Herald. 

Good morning, 
—— Just 

uch were the greetings being 
group of persons standing in the Hoffman 
Louse early to-day by a youngish looking man 
of about 35 years. He was attired in a neat 
looking suit of light colored tweed, which fitted 
| him well. The man was Billy Deutsch, the 
noted baccarat bank breaker, styled in Paris 
‘Le Roi de Baccarat.” He stands about five 
feet ten inches high, is rather well set, having 
a strong appearance, has a dark complexion 
and wears a heavy jet black mustache. His 
long sojourn in the French capital has caused 
him to speak with a slight French accent, and 
one would never think he was born right in the 
centre of New York city. 
1 “Now,” said he, turning to the reporter, 
‘what can I do for you! Oh! talk, is it? Well, 

I don’t know. Just come with me to breakfast 
and I will see if 1 have anything to say that 
will interest the American public, 

When did you arrive here, Mr. Deutsch?” 
asked the reporter. 

‘Yesterday morning, on the Amerique, from 
Havre, and right glad am I to be here again. 
I have been away for five years, and for the 
last two have been centered in Paris.” 

Now, you have had a long turn at the cards, 
Will you give me your opinion of the card- 
payers and gamblers yon have come across, 
and the effect playing has on a man!” 

“First of all will you say that I have no per- 
sonal desire to be interviewed, and itis not 
egotism that prompts me to talk. Itis a mat- 


result personally is, but, as it might possibly 
benefit others who are willing to take advan- 
tage of my experience, I will tell what I know, 
and it is this: That the man who will touch a 
card, the man who will gamble, is aman al- 
most lost; because, however intelligent a man 
may be, after he has tasted the sweets of win- 
ning, he is unfitted for anything else but the 
| demoralized life of a gambler.” 

What has been your favorite game?” 

| „Baccarat, at which I have lost 8500,000—a 


result that must inevitably come to all who 
continue to play. You see that, if you keep on 
playing, at each round you place into the cag- 
| noit, or kitty, $4, $8, $10 or $12, whatever the 
| tax may be, while it is plain to all that in the 

end the money must be in the kitty, which 
| goes to the few who run the club.” 

What have you done in London?” 

“T played three times at the Park Club, but 
that is closed now, Gambling is not allowed 
there as it is in Paris. I think there should be 
| a change in Paris, too. Either the clubs should 
be closed or made a national institution, so that 
the money of those who play, instead of going 
to a few, should go the nation. in France, 
| everybody plays, from the president of the re 
| public down to the humble peasant. There, 
| gambling is looked upon as an amusement, and 
| not, as here, a vice. About forty to fifty mill- 
ions of francs are paid as taxes to the proprie- 
tors of the clubs every year. I think there are 
only two kinds of men who should play—the 
one who has nothing to lose, and the one who 
has so much that a million or so will not hurt 
him; and of these two classes the former pre- 
dominates.” 

What is the largest bet you ever won?” 

„On one occasion | was 250,000f. to the bad, 
when, to pull me square, I bet 100,000f. on the 
turn of a card, and won.“ 

„Where did you get the title, Le Roi de 
Baccarat“? 

In Paris. Several months ago, for twenty- 
eight days in succession, 1 won a total of 1, 
700,000f. The smallest win I had during that 
time was 18,000f., and the largest .- Of. in 
one evening. Bets of 350,000f, 1 have often 
made. I play thirty games of cards, and have 
played them all for money. No, I was nota 
professional gambler, but I did it for pastime.” 

“Do you think any benelit is derived from 
money won so easily? 

“Certainly not. A man who wins money at 
cards simply dissipates it, and acquires habits 
which no legitimate occupation would supply. 
l attribute the majority of suicides to losses at 
cards, the sudden ehange in the style of living 
being too much for the mind.” 

What have you done on the turf?” 

“Thad 50,000f, on Foxhall when he won the 
Grand Prix de Paris, but purely out of patriot- 
ism.” 

Aro you going to settle in this city now?” 

„Ves; I have sworn never to touch cards 
again, and I shail either go into the theatrical 
or brokerage business. The theatrical, I ex- 
pect.

ITALIAN MISSIONS. 


The Superintendent of the Missions 
at Rome Talks About His Work. 


—_ — — — 


His First Efforts in the Mission Line—The 
Howard Home at New York—Finding 
Homes for Waifs and Outcasts—The Work 
at Rome—Gossip About Italy. 


Rev. A. C. Van Meter, superintendent of the Italian 
Bible and Sunday school Mission with headquarters 
at 21 via Cendatti, Rome, Italy, is at the Lindell to- 
day. Mr. Van Meter lived in St. Louis as far back 
as 1850, when he was teacher of muse in the old 
female academy that stood on Sixth and Wash- 
ington avenue, long since torn down. His 
life since that time has been devoted to missidhary 
work of various kinds, in which 
service he has grown gray. lu the cholera year of 
1853 Mr. Van Meter wentto New York, and while 
there was struck with 0 num 
ber of children of foreign and native 
parentage running about the streets of the 

reat metropolis without employment. homes, train- 
ng or education of any kind and doomed by sur- 
roundings and associations to lives of poverty, mis- 
ery and crime. An idea pe ~i into his head while 
there that something might be done for these oulcasts 
toward reciaiming them and fitting 
them for useful lives. It occu 
to him that in the West there were numbers of peo- 
ple without chiidren, in the cities and in the country, 
who would be glad to contribute their share to & 
good work by taking children who were too young 
to have absorbed ineradicabie seeds of evil; and also 
that there were numbers of places where such chil- 
dren might be made useful, He determined to 
make an attempt in this direction, and in the last of 
May. 1555, Mr. Fan Meter, by strenuous efforts, was 
enabled to bring out his first comp of children 
to the West, and this was = first trip 
of the kind ever made in this country. It was emi- 
nently successful and before he stopped he had 
made upward of eighty trips with troops of waifs 
from the city. for ali of whom he found good homes. 

THOUSANDS OF CHILDREN AND GRANDCHILDREN. 
have thousands of children and grandchildren 
allover the country,” said Mr. Van Meter, “I 
meet everywhere | go people in high positions, pros- 
— and happy, who come to tell me that years 

‘fore I had picked them u and brought them out 
from New York. At firstI took them from Five 
Points, but in 1861 I inaugurated a 
new departure by establishing the Howard Mission 
and Home for Wanderers in Water street, New 
York, where wetook care of waifs and outcasts, 
taught them aad provided homes for those who had 
none. The first day that mission was opened, I took 
in 188 children, and durim the eleven years to 1872 
that I had charge of it we received 11,009 children. 
Before it was established neariy 3,000 children had 
been taken West. 

Mr. Van Meter is full of numerous bits of inter- 
esting incidents which illustrate his work, in 
which he has unex pectedly met, in 
distinguished divines, doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
and ladies occupying high positions iu society, his 
friends of the days of his work in New York. 
During the conversation he asked the reporter 
whether he knew a gentleman holding an official 
position in this city and one of the best Known mea 
in it. On the reporter's answer in the affirmative, 
he said he was one of his boys whom he wanted to 
see. Another who was picked up on the street, 
homeless and penniless, is the pastor of one 
of the largest churches in St. Louis.

THE NEW VICAR-GENERAL, 

The honor which is secured to Father Brady, pas- 
tor of the Church of the Annunciation, by the offi- 
cial notification to-day of his appointment as Vicar- 
General of the Engiish-speaking parishes, will not 
be a source of surprise to those who have watched 
his steady progress toward favor in the highest 
church circles. When the recent appointment of 
the Bishop of Davenport was made there was con- 
siderable disappointment expressed that Father 
Brady did not receive that mark of favor. As was 
then stated in the Post-Dispatca his elevation to 
that position was certain until a petition to Rome 
from the Davenport diocese led to the selection of 
Father Cosgrove, a local priest. Father Brady. in 
his new office, will have an equal jurisdiction with 
Vicar-General Muehlsiepen, whose duties are 
confined to the administration of the 
affairs of the German churches, He 
was born in St. Louisin the old Cathedral parish, 
and was ordained in St. Vincent's Church by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, April 3, 1869. He conducted his 
first mission at New Madrid, Mo., where he labored 
three years, being called from there tothe Church 
of the Annunciation, whose pulpit he has since ably 
filled. Something of his executive ability may. be 
judged from the fact that when he took charge of 
the parish it was encumbered with a debt of $36,000, 
which, under his management, has been removed. 
This last appointment is of especial interest, in view 
of the action Archbishop Kenrick will take in the 
near future regarding the selection of a coadjutor 
Archbishop. The method of procedure adopted by 
the papal authorities in making the choice is to per- 
mit the Archbishop requesting to summon a ses- 
sion of his suffragan bishops, and select 
three names of those most available. These 
will be forwarded to Rome, graded according to the 
preferences of the meeting as dignus, dignior, dig- 
nissimus, the person being ranked as the latter gen- 
erally receiving the title sought. The Bishops who 
will assist the Archbishop in making out the list for 
the consideration of the Vatican are Hogan of Kan- 
sas City, Fink of Leavenworth, Hennessy of Du- 
buque, Cosgrove of Davenport and O'Connor of 
Omaha. Although the time of their meeting will 
not be before the conclusion of the Baltimore Coun- 
cil, there is little room to doubt that Vicar-General 
Brady will be named as dignissimus, and that, as a 
proper recognition of the appreciation in which he 
. held, he will be appointed to succeed Archbishop 

yan.

SHELBYVILLE, III., August 28.—There is a painful 
lack of harmony among the Thirty-third District Re- 
publicans. It will be remembered the district has 
two Republican minority candidates, Headen of 
Shelby, and Condo of Effingham County. Headen 
had an appointment at Beecher City, Effingham 
County, Condo’s home, last night, and the Condo 
managers at the city of Effingham attempted to pre- 
vent the meeting. Becoming indignant at the pro- 
posed trick, more than a score of former Condo 
men, with Committeeman Allsop at their neaa, de- 
clared for Headen, and proposed to see that he had 
fair play. Quite a sensation was caused, and trouble 
was imminent; but finally a compromise was et- 
fected, and a joint discussion between Headen and 
one of Condo's lawyers was arranged as to the rel- 
ative merits of the two candidates, which resulted 
in making many friends for the Shelby man. 

Linconyn, III., August 27.—Some time since the 
Daily Journal of this city charged the officers of the 
Northwestern Insurance Company of Bloomington, 
II., with rascality and fraud in conducting the busi- 
ness of the company, thereby defrauding members 
of this Mutual Aid Association. These gendlemen. 
feeling the force and effect of the Journal's charge, 
have employed Messrs. Fifer & Phillips and Welden 
& McNulta, and instructed them to plant a libel suit 
against the proprietors of the Journal, Messrs. Ed- 
munds & Hall. They also declare their intent to 
indict them in September, if ible, for libel and 
attempted blackmail. The Journal this evening 
says it is anxious for the fray, and is “prepared for 
the colossal luxury.“ It reiterates its charges against 
the officers of that concern.——The attendance at 
the fair to-day was very large, the weather lovely 
with a light rain in the afternoon.

SHELBYVILLE, III., August 29.—Republican legis- 
lative matters are growing exciting in the Thirty- 
third District. Since the double nomination at Wind- 
sor on the 25th of June, the 1 candidates for 
minority representation have been making an active 
canvass. After a pretty thorough canvass of his 
own county (Shelby) Mr.Headen this week is at work 
in Effingham. A futile attempt to prevent a meeting at 
Beecher City (Condo's home) was made Wednesday 
night. The result was the conversion of some twen- 
ty-five men in favor of Mr. Condo's candidacy. 
Shelby is practically solid for Mr. Headen, who was 
born and raised in this city, and has the respect of 
every one regardless of party. In addition to tRe 
almost entire vote of the publicans, Headen will 
receive many votes from Democrats and Greenback- 
ers- from the former, because they have votes to 
spare; from the latter, because they feel that voting 
fora Greenbacker is only to lose their votes. In 
Moultrie County the vote will be pretty evenly di- 
vided between Condo and Headen. Headen has as- 
surance of no little support from Effingham Repub- 
licans, as Condo's record as a law abiding citizen 
will not bear the light of day. In fact he has been 
convicted of the illegal sale of liquor, which fact has 
been published broadcast in the district, and cannot 
be denied, as it is a matter of record. So far the 
chances seem to be greatly in favor of Headen. 
The Democratic candidates, Baker of Moultrie and 
Henry of Shelby, will be returned to the Legislature 
by rousing majorities.
